WASHINGTON. The U.S. is

A State Department official said 
that “the United States is, az al- 
ways, watching closely developments 
in the Middle Ἐπεὶ." He added, 
however, that “we cannot confirm 
the reports coming out of Jerusalem 
about increased tension.” 

Meanwhile, American intelligence 
officials were still sorting out va- 
rious reports yesterday on the sur- 
prise two-day visit to Moscow by 
Syrian President Assad. It is be- 
Heved here that the Syrian leader 
went to the Soviet Union to seck 
additional arms shipments of sophis- 
ticated weaponry and to coordinate 
Syrian-Soviet policies, especially in 
the event that the Syrians refuse 
to extend the Undof mandate 
which expires on November 30. 

White House spokesman Ron Nes- 
sen yesterday Increased speculation 
of a meeting next month in Europe 
between President Ford and Assad. 
Nessen was asked at a press brief- 
ing whether the President would 
see Assad. The spokesman replied 
only that the White House has 
nothing to announce — thus, refus- 
ing to rule out the possibility. 

Over the weekend, White House 
officials refused to comment on the 
report, which was based on ἃ state- 
ment by Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Fahmy. 

Informed sources, according to 
UPI, said that President Ford is 
awaiting word from Assad on whe- 
ther a meeting between the two 
leaders can be arranged in Europe 
following the international economic 
summit in mid-November. 

The American feelers for such a 
meeting to move toward discussions 
on an Israeli disengagement from 
the Golan Heights apparently 
prompted Assad's rush trip to Mos- 
cow last week, the sources said. 

Ford will attend a seven-nation 
economic summit meeting in France 
from November 15-17 to review the 
progress in the global battle against 
inflation, fiscal and monetary prob- 
lems involving the Western demo- 
cractes, 

However, the Syrian Government 
newspaper “Al Baath” yesterday de- 
nied reports that Assad will meet 
President Ford. “These statements 
are part of the cover-up for treach- 
ery —- signing of the. Egyptian- 
Israeli Sinai agreement. Egyptian 
excuses have failed, together with 
allegations that Syria was heading 
toward a similar step or that 
President Assad will meet Ford," 
the newspaper said in an editorial. 

In Damascus, official] sources said 
Syrian Foreign Minister Abdel-Halim 
Khaddam has stayed behind in 
Moscow to continue the talks which 
Assad had held with Soviet leaders. 

He and Defence Minister Major- 
General Mustafa Tlas stayed behind 
to continue Assad’s political and 
military talks with Soviet leader 
Leonid Brezhnev and other officials, 
the sources added. 


Three killed in 
Argentina terror 


BUENOS AIRES (AP). --- Terro- 
rists killed two men and a woman 
yesterday, raising the death toll in 
eight days of political violence to 
at least 112. 

The latest victims were two body- 
guards working with the powerful 
right-wing metalworkers’ union and 
8. woman companion. They were 
shot in a restaurant near here. 

Earlier, the army released 2 com- 
munique saying two more guerrillas 
were shot dead on Sunday in a 
mountain clash with members of 
the People’s Revolutionary Army 
near Tucuman, 700 miles north- 


west of Buenos Aires.

BEIRUT (AP}. — King Khaled of 
Saudi Arabia formed a new 25-man 
Cabinet yesterday in an apparent 
attempt to reapportion the political 
power of his two most influential 
princes, 

Riyadh radio announced the royal 
decree of Cabinet appointments, 
which had been expected since 
Khaled’s succession following the 
assassination of King Faisal last 
March. 


Crown Prince Fabd retained his 
traditional post of First Deputy 
Premier under Khaled, and there 
were no changes among his sup- 
porters in the key Defence and 
Interior ministries. 

But Fahd’s chief political rival, 
Prince Abdullah, was bolstered by 
the addition of two royal family 
princes known to be his supporters. 
Prince Mitaeb was named to head 
the Ministry of Public Works and 
Housing, and Prince Majid: took 
over the Ministry of Municipal and 
Rural affairs. Abdullah, who became 
Second Deputy Premier after Fai- 
sal's assassination, also retained his 
powerful post as commander of 
Saudi Arabia’s National Guard.

Israel is trying to avoid a psy- 
chological escalation with Syria, 
while at the same time remaining 
alert — and alerting others — 
to the possibility of trouble on 
the Golan front. 


“We don't want to play into 
their hands,” a well-placed source 
said yesterday, referring to Sy- 
ria's apparent attempts to height- 
en tension, and to Israel's carefully 
restrained reactions, “We don’t 
want to take part in a round of 
psychological warfare.” 

Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin ac- 
cordingly adopted a deliberately low- 
Key tone, the source said, in his 
remarks about Syria to the UJA 
Study Conference here on Sunday 
night. 

(The Premier said Syria seemed 
not to want to negotiate with Is- 
rael, and termed the Nevember 30 
Undof renewal deadiine a “critical” 
date. He avoided, however, uttering 
threats or delivering ultimatums.) 

Government sources in Jerusalem 
are reluctant to list all the ele 
ments that have given rise to con- 
cern this last week over prospects 
on the Golan front. Military move- 
ments on the ground are “not the 
dominant factor" at present, the 
sources say, declining to describe 
the nature of any such movements. 

The major cause for concern ap- 
peared to be Syrian President As- 


sad’s sudden visit to Moscow at 
the weekend. “We can hardly treat 
this development with equanimity,” 
the sources said. 

There is apparently no frm 85- 
sessment here yet of whether Mr. 
Assad’s intention was to demon~- 
strate his reluctance to negotiate 
with Israel under U.S. auspices — 
or to plan active efforts to sabot- 
age the Sinai agreement and draw 
the Middle East toward war again. 

The U.S. has not yet made an 
energetic effort, as far as Israel 
knows, to-interest Syria in interim 
Golan negotiations, In an agree- 
ment with Egypt, concluded during 
the August shuttle, Dr. Kissinger 
pledged that Washington would try 
to launch such Israel-Syria talks. 

Government sources here hope 
that the U.S.isnot currently press- 
ing for early Golan talks because 
it — lke Israel — prefers to wait 
until the Sinai accord is on the 
way to full implementation. 

Alternatively, Dr. Kissinger may 
have been genuinely discouraged by 
the spate of hardline statements 
from Syrian leaders in recent weeks, 
A third possibility: he may be wait- 
ing for Mr. Rabin's visit to Wash- 
ington, to broach the question of 
Golan talks on the highest level.

The visit has been tentatively 
and unofficially set for the second 
week of November — shortly after 
President Sadat's state visit to the 
U.S. capital and immediately be- 
fore the Ford-Kissinger visit to 
Peking. Mr. Rabin is not comfort- 
able with either of those juxtaposi- 
tions. His own visit, he apparentiy 
fears, may not compete with the 
splendiferous reception being plan- 
ned for Mr. Sadat, whose visit will 
be hailed by the Administration as 
an historic milestone in U.S. foreign 
policy.

Peres: Israel will counteract 
military resources of Arabs

Defence Minister Shimon Peres 
expressed confidence last night that 
Israel will counteract the growing 
disproportion between Arab and 
Israeli military resources into the 
future by a military might forged 
of human quality and modern tech- 
nology. 

Addressing the Internatlonal Sym- 
posium on Military Aspects of the 
Israeli-Arab conflict, Peres said that 
Israel's army must prepare for 
future technologies which will con- 
tinue to give it an edge over the 
Arab states. 

The passage of time, he sald, will 


see the Middle East pass from 
“belligerent to post-belligerent men- 
tality” because of domestic develop- 
ments. “This may take 10 years, 
but it is certain to come.” 

In the shorter run, Peres said 
that a war launched by one Arab 
country could expand to include 
the entire Arab strength after a 
very short warning. “This calls for 
the development of the most ela- 
borate early warning system, scep- 
tical intelligence estimates, and a 
highly trained reserve and standing 
army equipped with the best of 
technologies we can invent, produce 
and acquire.”

PRETORIA (UPI). — A group of 
guerrillas based in southern Angola 
raided two villages in South-West 
Africa (Namibia) during the week- 
end, killing seven people, South 
African Defence headquarters said 
im a communique issued yesterday. 

The raiders, members of the mili- 
tant South-West African People’s 
Organization (Swapo), returned to 
Angola after the attack. 

The communique said South Af- 
rican troops had been ordered to 
take “appropriate action,” but did 
not go into details. 

The guerrillas killed a deputy vil- 
lage headman, two men, two women 
and two tribal policemen. 

The attack was the first by the 
Angola-based guerrillas to be offi- 
cially confirmed. Recent reports 
from the Angolam capital of Luanda 
said Swapo troops had been train- 
ing with forces of the Natlonal 
Union for the Total Independence 
of “Angola, one of the three libera- 
tion movements.

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Police lab witness in Baranes trial: 


Murdered girl’s shorts - 


HAIFA. — The white shorts worn 

el 
1 Bigereest she was murdered and 
dumped in the sands near Caesarea 
— were sent by the police for che- 
mical analysis in April, six months 
later. 

This emerged in District Court 
here yesterday during the trial of 
Amos Baranes, the 31-year-old Acre 
youth counsellor charged with her 
murder. 

Dr. Walter Utrecht, a chemist ‘at 
the Institute for Forensic Medicine 
at Abu Kabir, testified that he had 
examined the shorts for traces of 
blood and semen. One blood stain 
was identified as Type A, but other 
stains of blood mixed with semen 
were “dirty” and unidentifiable, Dr. 
Utrecht said. 

In response to a question by pro- 
secutor Adi Brauner, the witness 
said that he doubted if the stains 
could have been analysed even if 
the shorts had been brought in soon 
after the murder. 

({Itim’s court reporter points out 
that Yoram Bichonski, an early sus- 
pect in the murder who was releas- 
ed for lack of evidence after 45 days 
of police interrogation, claimed that 
he had repeatedly asked the police 
to test his semen and blood type 
for comparison with the traces on 
the shorts; but, for some undisclosed 
reason, this was never done.) 

Barlier in yesterday's hearing, 
defence attorney Nahman Ram ham- 
mered away at another witness, 
Paked Yehuda Albaz, in an effort 
to prove that the police officer had 
forced the accused to reconstruct 
the crime for a videotape camera.

Cannery prices 
draw threats 
from farmers

TEL AVIV. — The citrus growers 
are threatening they will not sell 
their fruit to local canneries unless 
they receive at least 11,350 a ton 
et Beure they claim only covers 
their operating costs. 

At a press conference here yes- 
terday, Yitzhak PriZe, secretary of 
the Histadrut-affiliated Citrus Grow- 
ers Union, said operating costs had 
gone up by more than 300 per cent 
since 1972 and charged that some 
unproductive canneries were being 
subsidized by the farmers. The Gov- 
ernment should allow free commerce 
between the growers and the manu- 
facturers; then less efficient plants 
would either fold or have to receive 
governmental .subsidies, he said.

| New TA traffic rules 
today; snarls expected

TEL AVIV. — Police and City offi- 
cials here are prepared for traffic 
snarls in downtown Tel Αὐτὴν ἴον 
day, as new traffic regulations in 
and around Allenhy Road go into 
effect. 

The new regulations ban south- 
bound travel on Allenby road to all 
vehicles other than buses and taxis, 
from 10 a.m. to 7 p.m. every day. 
This is the first phase of a plan 
to eliminate private traffic from 
Allenby Road altogether, with the 
chief aim to facilitate public trans- 
port. 

The regulations involve the sec- 
tion of Allenby Road from Kikar 
Magen David — where King George, 
Allenby and Nahalat Binyarain in- 
tersect — to Kikar Hamoshavot, 
where Rehov Ha’'aliya leads into 
Allenby. ‘Traffie regulations in 
various streets running into and 
parallel to Allenby will also be 
affected. 

Rehov Nahalat Binyamin will be 
used only by private vehicles. 
Southbound cars will be able to 
turn into Rehov Rashi from King 
George, continue into Tchernichov- 
sky, proceed from there to Geula, 
and turn Into Rehov Hakorshim. 

Buses which formerly had to 
travel through Mazeh, Strauss, Yo- 
fhanan Hasandlar and Ha'‘avoda to 
get from Rehov Gruzenberg to King 
George will now have a_ shorter, 
straighter route from Gruzenberg 
through Allenby to King George. 
The left lane of Gruzenberg will be 
reserved for public transport. 

The other traffic changes neces- 
sitated by the move are: No left 
turns from Gruzenberg into Allen- 
by for private cars between 7 p.m. 
and 10 am; King George, between 
Allenby and Rehov Ha’avoda, will 
be one way southbound for private 
cars (which will be allowed to 
make left turns into Allenby after 
7 p.m. and until! 10 am.); But it 
will now be a two-way street for

Ten years 
older and 
Stuck with it 


TEL AVIV. — A woman who 
had advanced her date of birth 
by 10 years — about 20 years 
ago — to improve her chances of 
finding a husband was turned 
down by am indignant District 
Court judge yesterday when she - 
asked to have her birth date 
changed back. 

In 1955, Melania Neubart had 
obtained a court declaration 
changing her year of birth from 
1913 to 1923, after stating that 
there was an error in the official 
records. Several months ago, she 
applied to the Magistrates Court 
here to have the date changed 
back again, admitting that she 
had lied the first time because 
she had wanted to find a hus- 
band. Now, still single, she 
realized that she was unable to 
qualify for a National Insurance 
pension because she was official- 
ly 10 years too young. 

The Magistrates Court granted 
‘the declaration, but the District 
Attorney's office appealed and 
the matter came before District 
Court Judge Shlomo Ascher. 

Reversing the lower court's de- 
ciston, Judge Ascher termed the 
applicant's behaviour a “bold: 
faced impertinence.” He said she 
had made the court “am unwit- 
ting accomplice in the perpetra- 
tion of a lie’ and that “preserv- 
ing the integrity of the courts 
and preventing abuse of the pro- 
cesses of law is no less important 
than keeping the Population Re- 
gistry straight.”

KIRYAT SHMONA. — Mayors of 
Galilee towns are up in arms over 
a Cabinet announcement that it will

Assaf chairman of the 
Metulla Local Council, and the De- 
puty Mayor of Kiryat Shmona, Avi 
Oren, yesterday pointed out that 
Galilee mayors and heads of local 
councils had decided last week to 
set up a Galilee development au- 
thority, to be headed by a deputy 
minister in the Prime Minister's Of- 
fice. They had requested a meeting 
with Prime Minister Rabin to 
discuss the proposal and were 
“stunned” to hear that the Govern- 
ment had decided to appoint the 
coordinating official without even 
responding to their request. 

Oren said, “We have no faith 
in officials, because they don't have 
the power to make decisions and 
can't move freely between Govern- 
ment ministries.” 

Frankel said that 28 years of ex- 
perience had convinced the Galilee 
towns that only a direct link on 
the ministerial level would help 
solve their problems of housing, in- 
dustry, development and transferring 
Manpower from the central part of 
the country to the North. 

Labour ΜῈ Yosef Sarid, who is 
a resident of Kiryat Shmona, said 
he would personally bring the 
matter to Mr. Rabin's attention on 
Thursday. 

The Government decision to create

Bridge collapse kills 10 


ARMENIA, Colombia (AP). — At 
least 10 persons were killed and 
100 injured when a bridge collapsed 
while they were watching a canoe 
competition near here Sunday. 


JOHANNESBURG. — David Prot- 
ter, 26, the security guard who held 
slege to the Israeli Consulate here 
for 18 hours last April, pleaded 
guilty yesterday to 87 charges at the 
Rand Criminal Sessicns in Johan- 
nesburg. 

He pleaded innocent to a single 
charge of murder, but guilty to an 
alternative charge of culpable ho- 
micide, 18 charges of kidnapping, 
45 charges of assault with intent to 
commit murder and three charges 
under the Arms and Ammunition 
Act 

His brother Charles, 31, pleaded 
not guilty to all 67 counts. 

An Israel war veteran and Vice- 
Consul in Charge of Security at the 
Consulate, Giora Ravi, was killed 
and 34 people injured during the 
slege. 

The state alleges that Charles 
Protter's role in the siege was that 
of “guard and general assistant.” 

Scores of police and troops were 


᾿ Involved in the consulate shoot-out 


which ended at dawn on April 29 
when David Protter freed his hos- 
tages, who included children, and 
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surremiered, 

Sinee hig arrest he has twice at- 
tempted to commit suicide. Charles 
has been free on bail. 

The trial is expected to last at 
Teast 2 week. 

Strict security measures were 
taken yesterday as the trial opened. 
There was a rush for seats when the 
doors opened, 

It is alleged that the brothers had 
unlawfully in their possession two 
Uzi sub-machineguns and eight 0.22 
Beretta automatic pistols as well as 
other arms, Im all, 1,687 rounds of 
ammunition were stored at the con- 
sulate, according to the indictment. 

At preliminary hearings David 
Protter insisted that he alone was 
responsible for the consulate take- 
over. 

After a brief opening session, the 
court adjourned to allow prosecu- 
tiag and defence counsel to consult 
abcut David Protter's admissions. 

More than 60 prosecution witness- 
es are on call, some of them ex- 
pected to fly out from Israel. The 
Protter brothers are being defended 
separately. (AP, Reuter} 


K, in China next week, 
won’t see ailing Chou 


TOKYO (AP). — Chou En-lal, ar- 
chitect of China-U.S. rapprochement, 
Hes ill — perhaps critically — in 
a Peking hospital and probably will 
fail to receive his old partner in 
detente, Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger, during his China visit 
next week, 

‘The once tireless Chinese Premier 
has been barred for nearly ἃ month 
from seeing foreign visitors. He suf- 
fered a heart attack in 1974. 

But whether Kissinger sees the 
ailing premier or not, he will be 
dealing with familiar negotiators — 
First Vice-Premier Teng Hsiao-ping 
and Foreign Minister Chiao Kuan- 
hua — both executors of Chou’s 
moderate policies. 

Since Kissinger’s last China visit, 
10 months ago, Chou has filled gaps 
in the government, which had exist- 


ed since the 1966-69 Cultural Revo- 
lution. This may prove to be one 
of his most significant and lasting 
contributions to Chinese stability. 

Kissinger is expected to stop over 
briefy in Tokyo going to and from 
Peking. He has already said that 
Korean security will be one of the 
subjects -- one of great interest to 
Japan — discussed in the Chinese 
capital. 

Kissinger will be making prepa- 
rations for President Gerald Ford's 
China trip, expected late in No- 
vember. The Chinese would like to 
see that visit crowned with full 
diplomatic recognition, but are said 
to be aware, if not happy, that it 
will not be accorded. 

‘They recognize that Ford's hands 
are tied by his quest for another 
term in the White House. 


Protter pleads guilty Smith denies 
to 67 charges 


he blamed 
Vorster 


SALISBURY (AP). — Rhodesian 
Prime Minister Ian Smith denied 
yesterday that he had blamed South 
African Prime Minister John Vorster 
for the breakdown of the Rhodesian 
settlement talks. 

Smith accused the news media of 
“gross distortion” of remarks he 
made in a television interview 
Screened in London on Sunday. 

The Rhodesian leader’s statement 
came hard on the heels of specula- 
tion in South Africa that the gov- 
ernment there would demand a 
public explanation from him about 
his remarks that the detente moves 
headed by Voster had delayed a 
settlement in Rhodesia. 

m the television interview, Smith 
sald: “I'd go so far as to say that 
T believe that if this new initiative 
had not been taken by Mr. Vorster 
and the four northern presidents, I 
believe we would have had a set- 
tlement by now. Ironical though it 
may seem, that is my honest 
opinion.” 

Smith reiterated this in his state- 
ment Monday, but stressed that this 
did not imply criticism of Vorster. 

He said yesterday that detente in 
Rhodesia had failed because the 
ANC had not met the conditions 
of the December agreement — an 
end to guerrilla attacks and ANC 
attendance at a constitutional con- 
ference, 

“If the communications media 
claim that Mr. Vorster is respons~ 
ible for this, then that is their 
deduction. It is certainly not mine.” 

In Durban, Finance Minister 
Owen Horwood said that finance 
ministers from African States have 
made secret visits to South Africa 
in the last 15 months. “We do not 
trumpet it abroad because these 
people do not want us to.” 

Horwood said the South African 
Government's detente efforts, aimed 
at relaxing tension between black 
and white-ruled Africa, went much 
further than was being made public.

THE RECENT decline in the price of 
index-linked bonds and the subse- 
quent rush to invest in Natad (dollar- 
Jinked) bonds or shares has been 
linked to the proposal made by the 
Income Tax Commissioner, Mr. 
Izhak Mann, that bearer bonds be 
registered in the name of the 
holders, 

His suggestion has been met with 
criticism by economic commen- 
tators, especially in the afternoon 
press. They claim that falling prices 
adversely affect not only the In- 
vestor (1.6. the saver) but also the 
Government, since they make it 
more difficult to sell more bonda, 2 
measure needed to meet the growing 
deficit in the government budget. 

The Income T'ax Commissioner 
besed his proposal on the assump- 
tion that Inked bonds attract 
““‘black’" money and that if bearer 
bonds are registered, the authorities 
will be able to track down these un- 
taxed funds, P 

If the evening newspapers have 
judged correctly, and the flight from 
index linked bonds was indeed the 
result of Mr. Mann‘s proposal, then 
his demand for the registration of 
bearer bonds is justified. If it is 
accepted — and registration is cx- 
tended to include Natad bonds — 
black" money may be diverted into 
the purchase of shares or property. 
But in elther case, registration is 
required and "black" money can be 
traced. 

A moral aspect ought also to be 
kept in mind, If it is true that 
“black” money has found its way 
into government bonds, and the 
Government decides not to have 
them registered for fear of a decline 
in their price, then the Government is 
legitimizing the violation of its own

One trouble is that ‘‘bounty or 
grant" is not defined. It could be a

Relations ‘with Chile 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, — Among the many people 
who offer easy panaceas to cure the 
alleged weakness of Israel's infor- 
mation effort abroad, Mr. de Frece: 
(September 26), has certainly set a 
new record of over-simplification 
and distortion. Although he is aware 
of the rote of oil in generating world- 
wide antagonism towards this coun- 
try. he does not hesitate to put the 
blame at the door of successive 
Israel governments, “for 
such unpleasant regimes as Thieu's 
South Vietmam and South Africa.” 
He concludes that it would help our 
public relations effort enormously, if 
the Israel Government decided to 
break off diplomatic relations with 
Chile, 

Mr. de Frece obviously confuses 
two aspects of the problem, the 
character of a government, and the 
political decision to maintain 
diplomatic relations with it. 

The character of Chile’s present 
government can hardly be discussed 
here in detail, but I would like to con- 
ecentrate on the crucial question of 
diplomatic reiations. 

Is it wise to terminate relations 
with governments which one finds 
unpleasant, or illegitimate, or 
“founded in blood'’? Unfortunately, 
in the case of Israel, this question is 
limited to a small number of coun- 
tries, since many regimes “founded 
in blood” (which Mr. de Frece 
probably defines as pleasant) have 
either never established relations 
with us or have broken them. 
Against this imposed diplomatic 
isolation, the Foreign Ministry has 
invariably maintained the correct 
doctrine that diplomatic contact 
does not necessarily imply harmony 
between the countries concerned, 
and that mon-recognition or rupture 
of relations is no solution. 

Did we not maintain relations with 
Fidel Castro's government until he 
broke them, regardless of the fact 
that it was certainly “founded in 


biood’’? Would not all of us welcome 
8. resumption of these relations? Our 
Foreign Minister recently held a 
three-hour talk with a minister 
representing a regime “founded in 
blood,” with the clear alm of resum- 
ing relations. Would anybody here 
cppose a resumption of these 
relations? Have we not maintained 
relations with all kinds-of African 
tegimes, stained with the blood of 
tribal, religious and political war- 
fare, until they bowed to Arab 
pressure and broke relations with 
us? Would anybedy oppose the es- 
tablishment of relations with Syria 
or Irag, regardless of their cruelly 
oppressive regimes? Indeed, this is 
in line with international practice. 
In Chile, as elsewhere, Arab am- 
bassadors, including representation 
of leftist, revolutionary, socialist 


wing brand during the Aliende era, 
and they use its lure of badly needed 
cash for investment. Against this 
background, Israel is advised to 
sever relations with a country which 
has demonstrated much friendship 
to us, especially before Allende, 
when President Frei moved its Em- 
bassy to Jerusalem, and after 
Allende, when President Pinochet's 
delegate voted, together with 
half a dozen other countries, 
against the admission of Arafat to 
the UN. 
. let us remember that 
South America is the only continent 
where all countries maintain friend- 
ly relations with Israel.

Common sense dictates a 
different course.

Narrowing the social gap 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — Your most informative arti- 
cle, ‘‘Compensating for en- 
vironment," of October 3 deals with 
@ special programme at Tel Aviv 
University which reaches only a 
comparatively small number of so- 
called disadvantaged youth. 

The crux of the problem lies in the 
author's statement: ‘‘Slum schools 
do not tend to attract the best of 
teachers." This seems to me to be an 
indictment of and a challenge to the 
present educational system. The 
best and most skilful teachers ought 
to work in the areas where children 
often have an up-hill fight to cope 
with the elementary school 
programme. According to my ex- 
perience, this is the most effective 
and economic way to improve the 
education of children from digadvan- 
taged backgrounds.

THE MAJOR HAZARD facing 
Venice over the past decade hag 
been that of flooding but there seems 
at Jast to be some hope of controlling 
the frequent floods which threaten 
the life of the ‘‘Queen of the 
Adriatic." 

The new solution is simple. Three 
tough but flexible giant tubes made 
of a neoprene-coated man-made 
fibre are to span the three entrances 
tothe Lagoon. Normally, they will be 
out of sight, anchored to concrete 
pylons on the sea bed. When sub- 
merged, these tube dams do not in- 
terfere with shipping. 

‘When bad weather is expected, six 
pumping stations will fill the tubes 
with sea water and inflate them 
above storm-wave height, emptying 
them when the flood danger is past. 
The pumping stations are linked to a 
central computer which decides 
when and to what height to inflate 
the dams. 

Trials are now being made in the 
Po delta and if the funds are 


available, Venice may take on a new 

lease of life.
